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Corbyn’s Head. This headland affords commanding 
views of Tor Bay and of Torquay. It is near to Torquay 
railway station, and is a favourite resort of visitors. Being 
of a friable material, it has suffered much from the action 
of the sea. From certain positions an almost perfect 
profile of the late Sir Wm. V. Harcourt can be seen on 
the sea front of the detached island. 
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
